REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner is 
withdrawing the outstanding rejection of claims 12 and 14 in view of the amendment to the 
claims. In particular, claim 12 now states that the anomaly judgment means is based on 
comparing levels of at least said three measurement signals and the stored relationship. The set 
forth combination of Mieno and Sagisaka does not disclose nor render obvious this set forth 
comparison. Rather the measurement signal of Sagisaka would not have been utilized for the 
anomalies detected by Mieno and the measurement signals of Mieno would not have been 
utilized for the detection of the anomaly of Sagisaka. There is no obvious reason for relying on 
any comparison between these three signals for the determination of any anomaly or anomalies.
